During the 1955=1957 DX season, the afe-vworn complaint of stations 
refusing to verify reports of reception was again the subject of much 
discussion. As e y,esult of this, I asked permission of the Board of 
Directors of the Wationel Radio Chu to conduct a survey on the matter, 
hoping to ascertain which stations were the worst offenders in this 
referd, and to find out how meny stations were actually refusing to 
verify ell correct reports of reception, In the back of mind, of course, 
the thoucht was present as to what, if envthine, could be cone ehout 

ne problem of stetions not verifying correct reports of reception. 

It was thought at the tins thet the problem was really a distressing one 
and that a large vercentage of stetions had epparently taken the attite 
ude that reports woulé not be verified... The results of this survey tere 
indeed illunineting, end I feel thet all members who vere kind enouch 
to send their data on delinquent stations voluntarily, plus those 
members vho wore kind enough to answer reply vostcards that were 

sent out from here, should have a report on the results thet the survey 
seemed to have indicated. Necessarily, the first concern was to find 
out fron the members which stations were delinauent in verifying to 
them, and to tabulate from all the replies to this address the call of 
every stetion listed by someone as hebng delinquent. ivany members sent 
this data voluntarily or in answer to my reply cards, with the result 
thet informetion was received from sixty or more ective Dters during 
the past season.
